BERLIN, April 11 ——The former 
Kaiser Wilhelm Hohenzollern will not 
enter Germany on the occasion of his 
wife's burial next Saturday at Pc ‘sdam. 
Dispatches from his residence at Doorn 
in Holland seem definitely to show this 
is the final decision of the exiled em- 
peror. 

Only a few weeks ago, when the 
death of the kaiserin momentarily was 
expected, the former kaiser, it is said, 
planned to accompany her body to the 
imperial tombs near Berlin. The mon- 
archists were preparing a demonstra- 
tion to exploit the occasion for the re- 
turn of the throne. The return of King 
Constantine to Greece gave them their 
main assurance of success. 

Since that time, however, the former 
Emperor Charles has been driven out

Prince Eitel Frederick has written 
the former Kaiser's nephew, the Prince 
of Schaumburg-Lippe—who was to be 
excluded from the funeral because he 
had married a bourgeoisie—regretting 
the incident and inviting him to attend 
the funeral. 

Funeral to Be Secret. 

According to arrangements made 
with the government, the arrival of the 
body and details of the funeral must 
be kept secret. Only intimate relatives 
and friends will ‘tbe allowed to attend.

Driver of Cab May Die 
from Wound. 


“ Jus' havin’ a little fun.” 

This was the explanation offered by. 
one of two men under arrest at the 
North Halsted street police station last 
night for the shooting of Lester Sper- 
ling, a taxicab driver. The wounded 
man is in St. Joseph’s hospital with 
a .45 caliber bullet wound in his left 
side. He is not expected to live. 

“Jus’ had a few li'l drinks of moon- 
shine—decided to have a li'l fun,” con- 
tinued Harley Richie, 1503 Wieland 
street. His companion in the cell, 
Wiley A. Tulloch, former overseas sol- 
dier, who lives at 2113 Fremont street, 
nodded his head. 


Enters Home; Gets Gun; Shoots. 
“We picked up the driver at Free- 


her large sums of money, bought her 
great quantities of silks and satins and 
furs, hats by the hundreds, numerous 
gems. The gifts he lavished upon her 
totaled close to $1,000,000, he avers. 

On May 29 they left New York City 
for a tour of Europe. They went to 
many cities and many countries. They 
were together until Aug. 14, when 
the bridegroom returned home alone. 
He says Peggy spent some time with 
him, but, he charges, she also spent 
some time with the other men he men- 
tions—both before and after he said 
good-by. 

Peggy spent June and July. with 
Barton French at Torquay, England, 
and other places, according to the bill.

Upholds Landis’ Decision 
in Haywood Case. 


District Attorney Clyne yesterday or- 
dered the immediate appearance before 
him of William D, Haywood and other 
former members of the Industrial 
Workers of the World who were found 
guilty before Judge Landis in 1918 of 
attempting to obstruct the govern- 
ment’s prosecution of the war. Mr. 
Clyne's action was based upon the re- 
fusal of the Supreme court to review 
the convictions of the eighty members 
of the I. W. W. organization. They 


‘must return to federal prison as a re- 


sult of the Supreme court decision. 


Fifteen Are Sentenced. 
| Haywood, a former secretary of the 


sentenced to twenty- years each and 
‘fined sums ranging from $20,000 to 
$35,000. They and others were sent 
to the federal penitentiary at Leaven- 
worth, Kas., but subsequently released 
on bail bonds aggregating $500,000, 
pending the outcome of their appeals.

WHITES HARDIER THAN 


NEGROES. 

EGROES are not so healthy as 

white people. About the best proof 

of this are their birth and death 

rates. The Negro death rate is 
about 75 per cent higher than that of 
whites, according to the register of vital 
statistics, United States census office. 

Emerson says the death rate of Negroes 
in New York City is 70 per cent higher 
than that of whites. Trask of the United 
States public health service gives the ex- 
cess as 50 per cent. Dublin of the Metro- 
politan Life Insurance company says 
among their policy holders the Negro 
death rate is 60 per cent higher than 
that of the whites. 

These various opinions are therefore 
essentially in agreement. The United 
States census office says the death rate 
among Megroes in northern cities, each 
with a Negro population of 10,000 and 
over, is as high as it is in southern 
cities, where the Negroes make up at 
least one-quarter of the total population. 


The report of tife surgeon general of 
the United States army for 1919 shows 
that Negro troops had a higher disease 
death rate than the whites did. The 
average length of life of white males is 
forty-six years, of Negro males.thirty- 
seven years, of white females fifty-two 
years, of Negra females thirty-nine 
years, 

Glover says of each 100,000 white fe- 
males born in 1880 and living in rural 
districts 80,000 were living in 1910. Of 
a similar group of white women born 
in that year and living in cities 75,000 
were alive. While of a comparable group 
of Negro women only 39,000 were liv- 
ing in 1910. 

The white birth rate is ten per 1,000 
higher than the white death rate. The 
Negro birth rate is no higher than the 
Negro death rate. Fhe annual net white 
immigration rate is about 1 per cent of 
the population. The Negro immigration 
rate is too small to be considered. 

The census of 1910 showed that the 
Negro constituted a smaller percentage 
of the total population than in any 
previous census. It is a safe bet that 
the census of 1920 will constitute even 
a smaller percentage of the total popu- 
lation. The report of the register of 
vital statistics says the death rate of 
whites was reduced 15 per cent {n a cer- 
tain recent period. In the same period 
the Negro death rate was reduced 8 
per cent, 

Dublin says in nine years the death 
rate of their white policy holders fell 
16 per cent, that of their Negro policy 
holders 9 per cent. Again we find the 
figures substantially in accord. 

Trask in a report on the trend of 
Negro vitality, which many consider 
rather optimistic, says the present Ne- 
gro death rate is no higher than was the 
white death rate of thirty years ago. 
Had he made the comparison with the

THE SCHOOLS AND THE JUUL LAW. 
Chicago, April 8.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.j]~In reading the discussion of the 
“ school costs and mothers” which ap- 
peared in your department on Thursday, 
April 7, signed E. A. R., I regretted that 
I was misunderstood to be attacking 
mothers for using the schools as train- 
ers for their daughters in cooking, sew- 
ing, etc., and as nurseries for their 4 year 
olds. I told state legislators that moth- 
ers were right in using the schools be- 
cause there could be found the best scien- 
tific training and that this perfectly 
proper and wise pressure from the pub- 
lic had forced the schools to either aban- 
don attempts to do what the public 
wanted dene or to free themselves from 
the Juul law, which limits. school 
finances in Chicago to three-fifths of what 
other Illinois cities collect, or to three- 
tenths of the rate permitted in districts 
which have separate high schools. 

The Juul law prevents the carrying out 
of popular will in that for twenty years 
it has hampered the norma! growth and 
efficiency of Chicago schools. Under it 
district superintendents, other valuable 
supervisors have been eliminated, sal- 
ary increases have been denied, and one 
year the school term was shortened two 
weeks, 

The Juul law has caused the present 
deficit of $10,000,000 in the city’s funds 
for education. It is responsible for the 
shortage of 20 per cent in trained teach- 
ers, and for the overcrowding of classes 
—now at a point two and one-fifth times 
the maximum allowed by the government 
in Smith-Hughes classes. 

When an educational emergency arises 
Chicago should not be compelled to wait 
two years for legislative action and then 
another year for that action to take ef- 
fect. Neither should the home rule prin- 
ciple be denied Chicago, when it is valid 
elsewhere in Illinois. 

Hardly a session of the legislature goes 
by without the necessity of tinkering at 
the Juul law in order that the schools 
may go on atall. It is time to exempt 
sehool funds from the operation of this 
law and to admit Chicago to equality 
with the rest of Illinois in its opportunity 
to determine what kind of school system 
the city shall support. hay

The small taxpayer is assured of relief 
by a reduction from 4 to 2 per cent in 
the normal income tax on incomes up 
to $4,000. 

The s.irtaxes on incomes would com- 
mence with incomes of $7,000 instead 
of $5,000, as at present. The surtax 
rate is limited to 40 per cent on in- 
comes of more than $90,000, present 
rates, running to 65 per cent, to be 
revised, 


Repeals Excess Profits Tax. 


The bill repeals the excess profits 
tax, and in order that corporations 
may not have an advantage over indi- 
viduals, a new tax of 10 per cent on 
undistributed earnings is im . The 
$2,000 corporation exemptién is elim- 
inated and the 10 per cent normal tax 
on corporations retained.

May Yield $2,000 000,000. 

Bacharach estimates that the sales 
tax will yield at least $1,000,000.000 
annually, and that it might produce 
more than $2,000,000,000, according to 
some estimates. 

Miscellaneous taxes repealed by the 
bill are those on transportation and in- 
surance, all fountain drinks and ice 
cream, admissions and dues, and cer- 
tain of the special excise taxes, such 
as the tax on candy, chewing gum, 
toilet soaps, carpets, rugs, wearing ap- 
parel, perfumery, cosmetic and med- 
icinal preparations, and also the tax 
con shooting galleries, passenger auto- 
mobiies used fur hire, and pleasure 
boats. 

Tax bills also were introduced in the 
house by Longworth, Ohio, and Mott, 
New York. Both were identical with 
measures they presented in the last 
congress. 


What Other Bills Provide. 


The Longworth bill repeals the ex- 
cess profits tax and provides a flat 
tax of 5 per cent on corporations on 
top of the present 19 per cent normal 
tax. The Mott bill is a 1 per cent turn- 
over measure.

Creamy Chocolate Icing. 


sometimes called a mocha icing, keeps 
well, has the appearance of milk choco- 
late, and is easy to make. While one 
ounce of chocolate, with three table- 
spoons of sugar and one tablespoon of 
' water, is put in a warm place so that 
the checolate will melt, the creamy 
icing or base can be made. After the 
chocolate has mélited enough to mix 
with the other materials, stir it over 
a hot fire until smooth and bright, 
then mix it with the creamy icing 
which is made as follows: 

Put into a bowl the white of one 
egg and halfa cup of icing sugar. Beat 
these together and add more sifted 
sugar until the mixture is smooth 
enough, and thick enough, to spread 
without running. Flavor with va- 
nilla, then add the chocolate mixture 
and spread on freshly made cake. 


Note that as far as ingredients ars 
concerned, the creamy base has ex- 
actly, the same as those used for a 
royal icing, which is not creamy but 
quickly hardens. It takes from half 
an hour to an hour to make a royal 
icing, becausé each tablespoon of a 
cup of sugar must be worked into the 
white of egg separately, and in the 
end the mixture is so stiff that it can 
be piped on a cake and keep its shape. 
This has to be smooth and will be 
glossy, much more so than the creamy 
icing. This, when correctly made, will 
hang from the spoon without falling. 
Lemon juice is used for flavoring it, 
usually, if perfect whiteness without 
a tinge of color is desirable, or al- 
mond extract may be used. Vanilla 


will tinge it perceptibly.
